Boris Shishkin, AFL economist, 
pointed out that “substantial and 
prolonged unemployment has al- 
ready been experienced in a num- 
ber of communities” because of 
the mobilization program, that the 
resulting dislocations will continue 
to create substantial and pro- 
longed unemployment. 

In backing the Moody bill, which 
Shishkin said goes far “in recog- 
nizing the need that has been 
created for meeting the human 
suffering and want,” Shishkin said 
the bill does not go far enough, 
and urged these changes: 

1. The bill does nothing for 
; those workers whose unemploy- 
ment benefits have been exhaust- 
ed, so extension of benefit.duration 
is as important as increasing the 
benefit amount. Recommended is 
39 weeks instead of the present 
26, as “realistic and just.” 

2. A new section authorizing 
transportation allowances, includ- 
ing dependents and household ef- 
fects, for workers forced to leave 
town for suitable job opportunities 
elsewhere. 

The economic distress of the un- 
employed is the responsibility of 
Congress, said Shishkin: “A great 
many of these men and women, 
who became unemployed through 
no fault of their own, are facing 
hopelessness in the midst of plenty. 
We are confident that this com- 
mittee and this Congress will give 
them the consideration they de- 
serve.” 

Shishkin gave figures on unem- 
ployment in the construction: in- 
dustry, among others, showing that 
in seven selected cities for 1951 
the drop in jobs ranged from 6.1 
per cent in @lartford, Conn., to 
12.9 per cent in New York City, 
where he estimated 24,000 to 26,- 
000 construction workers were job- 
less. He said the forecast is for 
increasing unemployment by mid- 
year. He-also quoted unemploy- 
ment figures for textiles, apparel, 
and even some in the membership 
of the Machinists.

Washington (LPA)—The “gravy 
train” has set a new record, with 
close to three-quarters of a billion 
dollars in additional “defense” in- 
vestments certified for quick tax 
write-offs. Dominating the list of 
573 certificates—largest ever an- 
nounced at one time by the De- 
fense Production Administration— 
were public utilities and. railroads. 

Under .the DPA setup, -“certifi- 
cate of necessity” recipients charge 
off the amount of: plant or equip- 


ment. investment in.only five years'| 2 
instead-of the usual 20 or 25 years.:| ¢@ 


That sayes them enormous sums 
in taxes, which means they wind 
up with new plants or new equip- 
ment, in effect paid for by the 
ordinary citizen. 

Power companies led with $210 


million and railroads with  $205|@ 4 


million in the list announced Feb. 
4 totaling about $740 million, and 
covering certificates granted dur- 
ing the four-week period ending 
Jan. 18. Largest recipients for ex- 
{pansion of electrical facilities was 
Consumers Power Co. with three 
certificates covering $48,791,500, 

Cincinnati Gas & Electric Co. 
can write off half of $15,025,335 
and 35 per cent of $24,736,316. Be- 
cause it is recognized that power 
plants do carry on in peacetime, 
the part of their investments they 
are permitted to charge off is low- 
er than for other facilities. Over- 
all, the speedy amortization has 
been averaging about 68 per cent. 

Thus, in the case of the third 
largest recipient, the Louisville & 
Nashville Railroad Co. was certi- 
fied to write off 70 per cent of 
$39,181,280 for expansion of trans- 
portation service.

‘One of the most damaging and weakening trends in 
today’s labor movement is that of jurisdictional disputes. 
Summed up, these needless situations have two major effects: 
1. they hurt both the participating unions and the movement | 
as a whole, 2. they benefit the employer in his relentless 
fight against labor. 

We can only conclude, therefore, that those who are ; 
party to them are either ignorant of their effects or they are 
purposely encouraging them for their own gains. 

Constructive employers, of which there are a few, are 
sincerely grieved at jurisdictional disputes. They realize the 
bad effect on both output and good relations. 

The pirates and panthers among employers actually seek 


to foment such disputes. It gives them a fine excuse to cry 
to “the public” for help and to wangle a lot of new restraints 
on unions and workers that they could not otherwise achieve, 
also to play one group against another for cheaper wages. 

The same cunning, destructive type of individuals in the 
jabor movement, those anxious for labor turmoil and those 
Seeking to build jobs and power for themselves, are con- 
stantly laying groundwork for jurisdictional differences. 

Labor leaders“ who lack the courage or energy or fair- 
mindedness to tackle such a dispute and end it quickly and 
finally are nearly as guilty as the. two above types because 
of their shortcomings. The cure can more readily be found 
among the top men of labor than farther down in the struc- 
ture. ‘They have the authority and influence to get together 
end to make decisions. Today we look to them for strength 
and determination in settling such disputes. 


“THOSE DAMN UNIONS!” 

Not only do the public, management, and sincere arbi- 
trators become fed up with union jurisdictional disputes, but 
the average worker encounters a sense of dismay and loss 
of respect when caught between rival factions in such dis- 
putes. Often he really doesn’t care who he pays dues to, just 
so it’s to one union, one that he can belong to, feel loyal to, 
and participate in. While the great majority of unionists be- 
lieve in belonging, there are many of those who echo the anti- 
union words we see and hear every day in the controlled daily 
press, radio, magazines, etc.—“those damn unions!” It is 
mostly plain stupidity when a worker speaks this viewpoint, 
but there is a tremendous propaganda force at work to en- 
courage such short-sighted thoughts. | 

Women folk who live out of contact with the grubby busi- 
ness of earning a living, are inclined to swallow such stuff and 
barge impudently through a picket line. This ‘is one of the 
saddest, most unbelievable occurrences of modern economic 
“democracy,” but it happens every day. Sometimes our own 
mothers and sisters do it—Lord give them sense! 

But when we have a beef on jurisdiction, one that is away 

rom the basic, bread-and-butter issues of wages, hours, and 
conditions, that is what we can expect—a great swell of 
propaganda about those selfish, inconsiderate unions. We sim- 
ply can’t afford to give such ‘an opening to our enemies, be- 
cause we have got one of the most democratic, humane organi- 
zations in world history in our labor movement and it is our 
sacred duty to preserve the strength and integrity of it— 
from which we have gained so much towards security for 
the low-down working stiff. 
| 


OUR NUMBER ONE JOB eo 

We must call on our best leadership, locally, regionally, 
and nationally to solve this problem. Labor unity is our 
greatest weapon, economically and politically, and we cannot 
progress without it. Those who block it or neglect it are 
sabotaging our every effort for progress. Our enemies are 
pretty comfortably sure we’ll never attain it. 

There are many millions of workers unorganized. Energy 
and money spent on jurisdictional disputes is precious strength 
that should be directed toward organizing the unorganized. 
Let’s spread the gospel to the millions of ignorant. but grad- 
ually wising-up white collar workers who are now sweating 
under the low wages their disorganization is costing them, 
realizing after all they’re not on the boss’s side, as he’s been 
._ whispering in their ears these many years.

It’s called a “new start”! 

That’s the descriptive phrase 
used today in summarizing signifi- 
cant changes that became effective 
in 1951 in the Nation’s old-age and 
survivors insurance program di- 
rectly affecting millions of Ameri- 
can working men and women and 
their families. 

It’s a “new start” in social se- 
curity because: 

1. January 1, 1951, marked in- 
troduction to social security cov- 
erage for hundreds of thousands 
of men and women self-employed 
or working in jobs brought under 


provisions of the social security . 


law for the first time. : 

2. After about 18 months em- 
ployment under the social security 
law beginning January 1, 1951, in- 
dividual wage earners—who, of 
course, must also meet other spe- 
cific eligibility requirements—will 
have an opportunity to receive 
monthly benefits upon retirement 
based on a brand new formuta, if 
use of the new computation will 
result in a higher monthly social 
security check, 

Under the “new start” provi- 
sions, employees and the self- 
employed covered by social secur- 
ity in 1951 for the first time will 
have their eligibility to receive 
benefits considered on the same 
basis as those who were brought 
under the social security law origi- 
nally, in 1937, and, quite as signifi- 
cant is the fact that because of this 
‘new start” in eligibility, thou- 
sands of older workers who failed 
to qualify for benefits under the 
previous social security law now 
find they have sufficient coverage 
to permit receipt of monthly bene- 
fits under the 1950 Amendments 
to the Social Security Act. 


48 Killed on the 
Job in Calif., Nov. 


A total of 48 industrial deaths in 
California was reported during 
November 1951. This compares 
with 78 in the previous month and 
64 fatalities in November 1950. 

An explosion of an_ industrial 
oven in an aircraft plant claimed 
the lives of five employees. The 
oven was being tested at the time 
of the explosion and was to replace 
an oven of the same type which 
had exploded two weeks earlier. 

Three men were drowned in a 
reservoir when a newly developed 
amphibious vehicle sunk while be- 
ing tested. Two other crew mem- 
bers were saved. 

A research engineer died during 
November of injuries sustained in 
a flash explosion at a research la- 
boratory which occurred during 
the previous month. 

An inexperienced worker who 


was operating a power driven con-, 


crete buggy on the second floor of 
a building under construction was 
killed when he overshot the run- 
way, falling to the ground below 

A woodsman was killed as he 
was unhooking the choker from a 
unit of logs. The logs were in an 
insecure position on a_ sloping 
landing and the top log rolled off, 
striking him on the head.

Income Estimate 
By Self-Employed 
Due by March 15 


Butcher, baker, candlestick 
maker—if you’re one of these, or if 
you are self-employed as_ sole 
owner or partner in practically any 
trade or business, you have a spe- 
cial date with Uncle Sam on or be- 
fore March 15. You and an esti-

mated 4,600,000 other people who 
|

work for themselves were covered 
by the Social Security Act in Jan- 
uary 1951. Consequently, you are 
required to file a report and pay 
the social security tax on your self- 
employment earnings along with 
your regular Federal income tax 
return, says John J. Cassidy, man- 
ager of the San Jose social security 
office. 


Whether you be a peanut vendor 
or a partner in a large unincor- 
porated manufacturing plant, as 
long as you are self-employed, and 
have earnings of $400 or more in a 
year, you must pay a tax of 2% 
per cent on your earnings up to 
$3600 a year. The only exceptions 
are professional people such as 
doctors, lawyers, and a few others. 
If you don’t know whether your 
work is now covered, just call or 
go to your nearest social security 
office and ask for a booklet called 
“Do You Work for Yourself?” 


As Cassidy points out, you are 
paying this tax to buy protection 
under the old-age and survivors 
insurance program. In order to 
credit earnings under your name 
it is necessary that you have an 
account card if you don’t already 
have one. You'll need it before you 
file your 1951 return early this 
year,” says Cassidy. 

The payments to the families of 
ceceased insured persons as well 
as to the retired 65-year old range 
from $20.00 to $80.00 for the in- 
dividual and as much as $150.00 
to the family of an insured person.
